1924-1982 

Bud  Fogg's  untimely  death  at  age  58  came  as  a  shock  to  his 
many  friends  in  the  Oyster  River  community.  A  native  of  Lee 
who  attended  local  schools.  Bud  served  in  the  U.S.  Marine  Corps 
during  World  War  II  and  lived  for  many  years  in  California. 
Returning  to  Lee  in  1966,  he  became  active  in  town  affairs  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board  during  the  late  1960's  and 
early  1970's.  On  two  occasions,  in  1972  and  1975,  he  was 
appointed  to  fill  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  He  served 
in  the  Lee  Volunteer  Fire  Department  and  was  an  active  member 
and  director  of  the  Lee  Historical  Society.  Bud  Fogg  will  be 
remembered  for  his  quiet  courage  and  demeanor  and  for  his 
commitment  to  the  welfare  of  the  town  and  its  people. 


SUSAN  G.  BRADBURY 
1940-1982 

We  in  the  Granite  State  lost  a  special  champion  for  justice  on 
July  30th. 

When  Susan  Bradbury  was  killed  in  an  auto  accident,  much 
more  than  a  mother  and  wife  left  us.  Susan  was  clearly  a  leader 
and  exemplary  citizen. 

When  I  first  met  Susan,  we  were  organizing  to  keep  Onassis 
off  Durham  Point  and  an  oil  terminal  out  of  the  Isles  c^f  Shoals. 
Susan  headed  Save  Our  Shores  for  a  time,  was  a  founder  of  the 
Community  Affairs  League,  and  one  of  the  foremost  challengers 
of  Mayor  John  Shaw's  one  man  rule  of  Rochester.  She  won  her 
right-to-know  lawsuit  against  Shaw  for  the  benefit  of  all  of  us  in 
New  Hampshire.  Like  so  many,  Susan  left  Rochester  in  recent 
years  for  more  secure  territory  in  Lee. 

She  left  her  mark  on  all  of  us  who  shared  her  zeal  for  real 
freedom  and  integrity  in  government.  It  is  our  loss  that  she 
sought  no  political  office.  Like  many  others,  my  family  will  miss 
Susan,  and  will  think  of  her  when  new  battle  lines  form  to  keep 
tyranny  out  of  our  democracy.  She  is  one  Lady  who  made  a 
difference.

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  in  the  Town  of  Lee,  the  lots  in 
a  mobile  home  subdivision  may  have  placed  thereon  mobile 
homes,  modular  homes,  or  conventional  homes,  as  the  lot  owner 
may  from  time  to  time  determine.

A  comparative  budget  analysis  handout  was  distributed  which 
also  capital  budget  items,  special  warrants  articles,  for  a  grand 
total  appropriation  of  $379,799.  The  county  tax  was  shown  to  be 
$103, P02  and  the  school  tax  to  be  $918,571. 

Mr.  Ford  explained  that  there  were  some  new  items  in  the 
budget  which  were  in/out  items.  These  include  the  special  duty 
and  approximately  $3000  of  the  Plani^<ng  and  Zoning  budget. 
This  represents  costs  for  special  duty  pc^lice  and  fire  officers 
which  are  reimbursed  to  the  Town  and  the  costs  for  consulting 
services  of  a  soil  scientist  which  is  reimbursed  to  the  Town. 

Mr.  Ford  also  explained  some  of  the  other  major  increases  in 
the  budget.  The  selectmen  are  recommending  a  change  in  the 
method  of  compensation  for  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  (See 
article  20  of  the  warrant)  from  a  salary  plus  fee  basis  to  a  full 
salary  basis.  Therefore,  part  of  the  salary  increase  will  be 
reimbursed  to  the  Town  through  the  fees  which  would,  under 
the  recommended  system  be  reverted  to  the  Town.  Mr.  Ford  alsc^ 
mentioned  the  increased  costs  of  the  UNH  dispatch  center 
(included  in  the  Police  Budget)  and  the  reasons  for  the 
selectmen's  decision  to  remain  with  it. 

Mr.  St.  Jean  objected  to  appropriating  the  funds  for  the  Town 
Clerk/Tax  Collector's  salary  prior  to  voting  in  Article  20. 

Mr.  Dennis  spoke  in  support  of  the  change  in  the  method  of 
compensation  for  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  collector  and  also 
elaborated  in  detail  on  some  of  the  considerations  and  actions 
taken  with  regards  to  the  police  dispatch  system. 

James  Stoakes  asked  for  an  explanation  for  the  increase  in 
insurance  cc^sts.  Mr.  Ford  explained  that  there  were  large 
increases  in  Workmen's  Compensation  Insurance  and  that  the 
Town  had  added  a  policy  at  a  cost  of  $3000  for  Public  Officials 
Liability  Insurance.  This  was  voted  in  by  the  town  four  years 
ago.  There  were  also  increases  in  other  insurance  policies.  Mr. 
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Ford  reported  that  he  had  requested  a  member  of  the  budget 
committee  to  evaluate  the  insurance  carried  by  the  Town  in  an 
effort  to  cut  costs  in  this  area. 

James  Hauslein  objected  to  the  increase  in  legal  expenses.  He 
also  objected  to  the  amount  of  $66,860  budgeted  for  the  police 
department  He  compared  the  total  budget,  the  salaries,  the 
crime  statistics  and  the  number  of  registered  voters  in  Lee  to  the 
neighboring  towns  of  Barrington,  Madbury,  Nottingham,  and 
Newmarket. 

Mr.  Hauslein  moved  that  the  Lee  Police  Budget  be  reduced  by 
Vi  to  $33,430.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  James  Stoakes.  Bill 
Baum  asked  the  selectmen  for  an  explanation  for  why  the  police 
budget  of  Lee  is  higher  per  capita  than  other  towns  in  the  area. 

Mr.  Dennis  and  Mr.  Ford  explained  that  registered  voters  was 
not  a  "per  capita"  figure.  Lee  has  a  large  student  population.  Lee, 
further  has  a  committment  made  to  a  full  time  police  chief, 
special  officers,  hours  of  coverage  and  two  cruisers;  other  towns 
in  the  area  have  not  made  that  committment. 

Daniel  St.  Jean,  Peg  Reeves  and  Selectman  Ford  spoke  in 
defense  of  the  police  department  budget. 

The  motion  was  defeated  by  the  voters. 

Lorraine  St.  Jean  asked  how  many  raises  had  been  included  in 
the  budget.  Mr.  Ford  responded  that  raises  had  been  included  for 
the  police  chief,  the  specials,  the  town  treasurer,  the  town 
clerk/tax  collector,  the  administrative  assistant,  the  building 
inspector. 

Mrs.  St.  Jean  moved  that  non-elected  town  employees  receive 
no  more  than  a  7%  raise.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Daniel  St. 
Jean. 

George  Blessing  asked  who  was  included  in  non-elected 
employees.  Mr.  Ford  responded  that  these  included  the  building 
inspector,  ahd  administrative  assistant,  the  police  chief,  the 
librarian,  fire  chief,  specials,  secretarial  help  and  custodial  help. 

Mary  Fryling  asked  the  percentage  increase  which  was  being 
recommended  for  the  administrative  assistant.  Mr.  Ford 
responded  that  it  was  20%.  Mr.  Stoakes  and  Mr.  St.  Jean  objected 
to  this.  Mr.  Dennis  and  Susan  Bradubry  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
increase. 
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The  motion  was  defeated  by  the  voters. 

Article  5  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  VI:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  one  hundred  twelve 
dollars  and  forty-seven  cents  for  repairs  and  improvements  to 
town  buildings  and  attandant  grounds. 

Article  6  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Clark  and  secc^nded  by  Mr. 
Dennis. 

Mrs.  Clark  explained  that  the  amount  would  be  the  remainder 
of  the  Revenue  Sharing  funds  after  the  purchase  of  the  police 
cruiser.  She  mentioned  some  of  the  projects  hoped  to  be 
accomplished  by  these  funds.  It  is  hoped  that  the  renovations  to 
the  Town  Hall  could  be  completed.  Repairs  are  needed  to  the 
sophet  and  the  bricks  need  pointing  up.  Insulation  is  needed  in 
the  ceiling  of  the  library.  A  counter  is  desired  to  increase 
efficiency  in  the  Town  Ci^  rk's  office. 

Mr.  St.  jean  objected  to  any  of  the  money  being  allocated  to 
repair  the  historical  building.  Herman  Peterson  suggested  that 
some  of  the  work  to  the  town  buildings  be  accomplished  as  a 
community  project  on  a  volunteer  basis. 

Article  6  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  VII:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  to  be 
deposited  with  the  trustees  of  the  trust  funds  as  capital  reserve 
for  fire  department  equipment. 

Article  7  was  moved  by  Selectman  Dennis  and  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Clark. 

Mr.  Dennis  explained  that  the  town  anticipated  the  purchase 
of  a  new  fire  truck  in  1984  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $80,000. 
The  current  amount  in  the  trust  fund  is  approximately  $45,000. 

Mr.  St.  Jean  asked  what  would  be  done  with  the  old  fire  truck. 
Fire  Chief  Michael  Main  explained  that  it  would  be  retained  by 
the  town  for  the  additional  water  capacity. 

Mr.  St.  Jean  asked  how  the  money  was  being  invested.  Mrs. 
Clark  responded  that  it  was  invested  in  money  market  funds 
which  are  paying  about  16%. 

Article  7  was  passed. 
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ARTICLE  VIII:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  act  as  trustees  or  agents  of  the  Town  to 
receive  from  the  trustees  of  the  trust  funds,  pursuant  to  RSA 
35:3  and  15,  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  and  to 
expend  such  sum  for  the  purchase  of  highway  equipment  and 
the  construction  of  a  highway  equipment  shed. 

Article  8  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Clark  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Dennis. 

Mrs.  Clark  explained  that  salt  has  been  stored  in  Ralph 
Granger's  gravel  pit;  due  to  concern  about  ground  water 
contamination  it  has  become  necessary  to  build  a  shed  which 
would  contain  the  salt.  Because  Lloyd  Stevens,  who  has  stored 
town  highway  equipment  on  his  property,  will  be  retiring  as 
road  agent,  it  has  also  become  necessary  to  build  an  equipment 
shed.  The  town  needs,  as  well,  a  sander  and  a  dump  truck.  These 
can  be  purchased  for  approximately  $6200  and  $3000 
respectively.  It  is  estimated  that  an  equipment  and  salt  storage 
shed  can  be  constructed  for  $8400. 

Mr.  St.  Jean  asked  why  the  report  of  the  trust  funds  had  not 
been  included  in  the  town  report.  Alice  MacKinnon, 
administrative  assistant,  replied  that  it  was  an  interim  report 
(the  fiscal  year  did  not  end  until  June  30,  1982)  but  there  was 
currently  approximately  $45,000  in  this  trust  fund. 

Article  8  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  IX:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand,  five  hundred  dc^llars 
($1,500)  for  the  Lee  Conservation  Commission. 

Article  9  was  moved  by  Selectman  Ford  and  seconded  by 
Selectmen  Dennis. 

Mr.  Ford  explained  that  the  Town  had  been  voting  to 
appropriate  this  money  for  approximately  ten  years  and  that  it  is 
used  for  land  purchases  on  behalf  of  the  town. 

Mr.  Stoakes  asked  how  much  money  there  was  in  the  fund, 
and  what  has  been  expended.  David  Allan,  member  of  the 
conservation  commission  responded  that  approximately  $900 
had  been  spent  this  past  year  on  the  completion  of  a  wetlands 
report.  Future  money  would  probably  be  used  to  purchase  land, 
possibly  prime  wetlands,  as  it  become  available. 
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Article  ^  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  X:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  eight  thousand,  six  hundred  dollars 
($8,600)  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  police  cruiser. 

Article  10  was  moved  by  Selectman  Dennis  and  seconded  by 
Police  Chief  Burke. 

Mr.  Dennis  explained  that  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  town  to 
purchase  a  new  cruiser  every  two  years;  this  keeps  the  repair 
costs  Li^,v\p  p^nd  guarantees  cruisers  of  good  working  order.  The 
two  year  old  cruiser  is  maintained  as  the  back-up  unit  and  the 
four  year  old  cruiser  is  either  junked  or  used  as  a  dog  vehicle. 
This  purchase  would  be  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds. 

Herman  Peterson  asked  what  factors  constitute  a  police 
cruiser.  Chief  Burke  responded  explaining  in  detail  many  of  the 
important  physical  characteristics  of  a  police  cruiser  as  well  as 
reporting  on  the  status,  condition  and  plans  for  the  existing 
vehicles. 

Article  10  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  XI:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  six  hundred  ninety-one  dollars  and 
ninety-five  cents  ($691.95)  for  construction  of  Class  V 
Highways  under  the  provisions  of  TRA  so  called).  (The  State  will 
contribute  the  sum  of  four  thousand  six  hundred  thirteen 
dollars  and  one  cent  ($4,613.01)). 

Article  11  was  moved  by  Mr.  Dennis  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Ford. 

Mr.  Dennis  explained  that  in  order  to  receive  the  state  money, 
the  town  must  vote  to  raise  a  certain  amount  from  taxes. 

Article  11  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  XII:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
estimated  sum  of  eight  thousand  fifty-eight  dollars  and  sixtyone 
cents  ($8,058.61)  for  the  construction  of  Class  IV  and  V 
Highways  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  241:15  (Additional 
Highway  Subsidy). 

Article  12  was  moved  by  Mr.  Dennis  and  seconded  by  Lorraine 
St.  Jean. 
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Mr.  Dennis  explained  that  these  are  state  funds  which  the 
Town  cannot  have  unless  they  vote  to  spend  them. 

Article  12  was  passed. 
ARTICLE   XIII:  To   see   if  the   Town   will   vote   to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  the 
Strafford  County  Community  Action  Program. 

Article  13  was  moved  by  Mr.  Ford  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Clark. 

Mr.  Ford  explained  that  this  was  the  program  which 
distributes  the  federal  fuel  assistance  and  handles  the 
weatherization  program.  Many  in  Lee  do  benefit  from  it.  Mr. 
Ford  said  that  the  request  for  $500  had  not  changed  in  three 
years:  Mrs.  St.  Jean  disagreed  with  that  statement.  Mr.  Ford 
agreed  that  the  request  three  years  ago  was  for  $100  which  was 
raised  on  the  floor  of  Town  Meeting  to  $350.  Last  year  the 
request  was  for  $500,  for  an  eighteen  month  period. 

Article  13  was  passed. 
ARTICLE   XIV:  To  see   if  the   Town   will   vote   to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  five  hundred,  fifty  dollars  ($550.00)  for 
the  Newmarket  Health  Center. 

Article  14  was  moved  by  Mr.  Ford  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Dennis. 

Mr.  Ford  explained  that  the  Newmarket  Health  Center  was  a 
voluntary  non-profit  organization  which  maintains  clinics, 
provides  transportation  for  the  elderly  and  handicapped  and 
benefits  many  Lee  residents.  Their  request  has  been  increased 
this  year  by  $50. 

Article  14  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  XV:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  nine  dollars 
($2,500)  for  the  Oyster  River  Home  Health  Association. 

Article  15  was  moved  by  Mr.  Ford  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Dennis. 

Mr.  Ford  explained  that  the  Oyster  River  Home  Health 
Association  is  a  voluntary  non-profit  visiting  nurse  association. 
They  are  requesting  a  10%  increase  due  to  decrease  in  federal 
and  State  funding. 

Article  15  was  passed. 
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ARTICLE  XVI:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  four  thousand  seven  hounred  ten  dollars 
($4710)  for  the  Durham  Ambulance  Corps. 

Article  \6  was  moved  by  Mr.  Ford  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Dennis. 

Mr.  Ford  explained  that  the  Ambulance  Corps  responded  to  8S 
calls  in  Lee  last  year,  15%  of  the  total.  The  request  is  for  15%  of 
their  total  budget. 

Article  16  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  XVII:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  four  hundred  forty  dollars 
and  ninety-two  cents  ($1440. <52)  for  the  Strafford  Regional 
Planning  Commission. 

Article  17  was  moved  by  Mr.  Dennis  and  seconded,  by  Aaron 
Chadbourn. 

Mr.  Dennis  explained  there  was  a  report  in  the  town  report 
concerning  the  assistance  which  the  Strafford  Regional 
Planning  Commission  has  given  to  the  town.  Ralph  Granger  and 
Aaron  Chadbourn  have  served  as  the  town's  representatives. 

Mr.  Chadbourn  added  that  the  SRPC  had  introduced  a  new 
system  of  fees  this  year  whereby  non-member  towns  would  be 
charged  a  higher  fee  for  services  than  member  towns.  He  also 
reported  that  as  a  result  of  the  1980  census,  this  area  would 
become  an  SMSA  area  which  would  mean  the  federal 
government  would  be  putting  money  into  a  study  of  mass 
transportation  for  the  area.  He  felt  that  this  one  reason  should 
be  considered  advantageous  for  Lee  to  continue  to  be  a  dues 
paying  member  so  that  the  large  cities  would  not  dominate  these 
studies. 

Mrs.  St.  Jean  objected  to  our  membership.  Janet  Dauphinais 
inquired  as  to  hc^w  the  Town  was  represented.  Mr.  Chadbourn 
responded  explaining  that  the  Lee  representatives  were 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  function  of  the 
representatives. 

Article  17  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  XVIII:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
authorize    the   withdrawal   from   the   Revenue   Sharing   Fund 
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established  under  the  provision  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972  for  use  as  setoffs  against  budgeted  appropriations 
for  the  following  specific  purposes  and  in  amounts  indicated 
herewith  or  take  any  other  action  thereon.

Mrs.  Clark  moved  that  article  18  be  amended  to  the  following 
appropriations:  Buildings  in  the  amount  of  $7112.47;  Police 
Cruiser  in  the  amount  of  $8566.40  for  a  total  of  $15,678.87.  This 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Dennis. 

Article  18  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  XIX:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropraite  to  pave  Demerritt  Avenue  (by  petition  of 
Daniel  St.  Jean  and  at  least  nine  other  registered  voters.) 

Mr.  St.  Jean  moved  that  the  1982  additional  highway  subsidy 
money  be  used  to  pave  and  repair  all  of  Demeritt  Avenue  to  a 
width  of  20  feet  with  a  mix  and  seal  and  any  additional  money 
needed  be  taken  from  the  TRA  account. 

Jim  Cummings  seconded  this  motion. 

Mr.  St.  Jean  spoke  in  favor  of  this  article  emphasising  the 
nuisance  of  the  dust  and  mud  caused  from  a  dirt  road,  the 
improved  ease  of  maintaining  a  paved  road  and  the  support  for 
this  project  of  the  Town  Road  agent.  He  also  stressed  that  this 
money  would  not  have  to  be  raised  from  taxes.  Jim  Cummings 
and  James  Stoakes  spoke  in  favor  of  this  article.  Buzz  Jewell,  also 
a  resident  of  Demeritt  Avenue  felt  that  the  road  should  either  be 
paved  or  better  maintained. 

Pat  Jenkins  spoke  against  the  paving  of  the  road.  She  is  also  a 
resident  of  the  road  and  objected  to  the  paving  due  to  the 
increase  in  traffic  and  the  diminishing  of  the  scenic  quality  of  the 
road.  Objections  to  this  project  were  also  voiced  by  Richard 
Weyrick,  Dwight  Barney,  Rita  Wolfe  and  Susan  Bradbury  and 
Kay  Zaso  and  Sara  Gilsdorf. 

Article  19  was  defeated. 
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ARTICLE  XX:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  method 
of  compensation  for  the  office  of  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector 
from  a  salary  and  fee  method  of  compensation  to  a  salary  method 
of  compensation  as  provided  for  in  RSA  41:25  and  RSA  41:33. 

Article  20  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Clark  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Dennis. 

Article  20  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  XXI:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  RSA  36:19-a  as  amended  thereby  granting  site 
review  powers  to  the  Planning  Board  for  multi-family  dwelling 
units  other  than  one  and  two-family  dwellings,  whether  or  not 
such  development  includes  a  subdivision  or  resubdivision  of  the 
site. 

Article  21  was  movecf  by  Mrs.  Clark  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Dennis. 

Mrs.  Clark  explained  that  a  few  years  ago,  the  town  had  voted 
to  give  the  Planning  Board  the  powers  of  non-residential  site 
review.  It  was  thought  at  that  time  that  this  included,  apartment 
structures  and  other  multi-family  income  producing  properties. 
A  court  decision  ruled  that  it  did  not;  therefore  an  amendment  to 
36:19-a  was  proposed  by  the  legislature.  This  article  is  to  update 
town  procedures  and  adopt  this  amendment. 

Mrs.  St.  Jean  objected  to  voting  on  this  article  without  more 
specifications.  Mr.  Damon  spoke  in  favor  of  the  Passage  of  this 
article  due  to  the  anticipated  increase  in  the  town  of  multi-family 
residential  structures.  Paul  Bishop  also  emphasised,  that  as  a 
former  member  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  had  always  felt 
that  they  had  this  power  anyway  until  the  court  decision  which 
ruled  otherwise. 

Article  21  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  XXII:  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  be  included  in  the 
joint  Federal-State  gypsy  moth  suppression  program  and  to  see 
what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  gypsy  moth  suppression  program. 

Article  22  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Clark  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Dennis. 
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Mrs.  Clark  explained  that  due  to  the  high  costs,  the  dangers  of 
the  Sevin  4  pesticide  used,  and  the  organizational  problems  of 
this  project,  the  selectmen  were  not  supporting  this  article. 

Mr.  Dennis  also  added  that  reports  indicate  that  the  gypsy 
moth  destroying  virus  is  in  the  area  and  he  feels  this  is  a  cycle 
which  will  exhaust  itself. 

Mr.  Damon  explained  in  detail  the  various  programs  being 
sponsored  and  ways  to  organize  individual/group  projects. 

Dale  Hardy,  a  pilot  for  an  airline  which  does  this  spraying 
emphasised  the  strict  controls  and  training  of  the  pilots  involved. 

Dave  Allan  opposed  the  program  due  to  possible  ground  water 
contamination.  Lorraine  St.  Jean  and  Everett  Sackett  also  apoke 
in  opposition  of  the  project. 

Jom  Conlon  requested  that  the  town  assist  in  the  organization 
of  individuals  who  wished  to  have  this  spraying  done. 

Article  22  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  XXIII:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  transfer  tax  leins  and  convey  property  acquired  by 
the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  deed,  by  public  auction,  or 
advertised  sealed  bid,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  determined  by 
the  Selectmen  as  justice  may  require. 

Article  23  was  moved  by  Mr.  Dennis  and  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Clark. 

Article  23  was  passed  with  no  discussion. 

ARTICLE  XXIV:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town  monies,  gifts, 
legacies,  and  investments  and  services  and  to  accept  any  Federal 
or  State  funds  which  may  become  available  during  fiscal  198283.

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ARTICLE  XXV:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  surplus  equipment  valued  at  less  than  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  at  private  sale  and  to  sell  surplus 
equipment  valued  at  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00) 
at  public  auction  or  by  advertised  sealed  bids  and  after  being 
offered  through  public  auctioh  or  sealed  bid,  if  property  remains 
unsold,  to  sell  the  remaining  property  through  private  sale.

$150,000  in  the  general  fund.  Mrs.  Clark  responded  that  the 
$150,000  was  tax  receipts  which  have  come  in  since  the 
borrowing. 

Mrs.  St.  Jean  objected  to  the  necessity  of  borrowing  with  the 
double  tax  system.  Mrs.  Clark  responded  that  more  money 
would  have  had  to  be  borrowed  without  it. 

Article  26  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  XXVII:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Mr.  Dennis  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  Chief 
Burke  seconded  the  motion.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

This  past  year,  arrangements  were  finally  made  to  have  the 
glass  and  the  tin  cans  recycled.  Several  previc^us  attempts  were 
made  to  accomplish  this,  since  the  facility  at  the  University  shut 
down,  but  they  had  all  been  unsuccessful.  The  selectmen 
sincerely  hope  the  present  collection  will  continue.  The 
selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for  their  patience  and 
continued  separation  inspite  of  the  setbacks.  The  present 
arrangement  is  ideal  for  the  town  as  the  buyer  of  the  glass 
provides  the  divided  container,  comes  and  hauls  it  when  it  is  full, 
and  replaces  it  with  an  empty  container. 

After  reassessment,  there  were  twenty-two  appeals  filed  with 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Board  of  Taxation.  During  1982,  the 
last  of  these  appeals  were  heard.  Of  the  twenty-two  filed, 
adjustments  were  granted  in  seven  of  the  cases  and  the  other 
fifteen  requests  were  denied. 

The  semi-annual  collection  of  taxes  appears  to  be  an 
advantage  to  both  property  owners  and  the  Town.  About 
seventy  to  seventy-five  percent  of  the  taxes  are  now  paid  within 
thirty  days  of  billing.  Also  fewer  parcels  of  property  are  going 
through  tax  sale.  It  seems  as  if  property  owners  find  two  smaller 
payments  easier  to  manage  than  one  large  one.  The  town 
benefits  from  this  in  that  cash  flc^w  is  more  even  so  that  it  seems 
that  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  taxes  will  not  be  necessary  in 
the  future  unless  some  emergency  arises. 

The  adjusted  expanded  elderly  exemption  law  passed  by  Town 
Meeting  in  March,  1982  has  not  increased  the  number  of  eligible 
elderly  in  town,  but  it  has  increased  the  amount  of  the 
exemptions  granted  by  about  $125,000.  Current  use  assessment 
applications  continue  to  be  filed;  more  than  50%  of  the  acreage  in 
town  is  now  enrolled  in  the  current  use  program.  Several  parcels 
no  longer  qualified  for  current  use  assessment  this  past  year; 
penalties  resulting  from  those  changes  amounted  to  about 
$5,000  in  revenue  to  the  town. 

The  number  of  grants  to  the  needy  was  up  this  past  year,  but 
the  number  of  juvenile  support  cases  was  down. 

Of  the  six  court  cases  involving  the  town  that  were  pending  at 
the  beginning  of  1982,  four  are  still  pending  and  two  were 
settled  with  no  damages  awarded  against  the  town.  (However 
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legal  expenses  were  incurred  for  defense.) 

The  tax  maps  have  been  updated.  Next  year  it  is  planned  to 
locate  on  the  tax  maps,  the  wetland  acreage  as  defined  by  the 
wetlands  ordinance. 

Construction  in  the  past  year  includes  a  counter  for  the  Tax 
Collector/Town  Clerk's  office,  a  salt  storage  shed,  and  a  shed  for 
the  front  end  loader  (located  behind  the  Fire  Department)  and  a 
little  bit  of  work  on  the  interior  of  the  Town  Hall.  The  library 
also  had  some  needed  electrical  work  done.

A  portion  of  a  structure  within  the 
condominium  which  may  be  converted  into  one  or  more  units 
and/or  common  area. 

12.  l/n/7  Oirncrs'  A<<ociiitiivi.  An  association  established  for  the 
maintenance  of  all  common  area(s)  and  for  the  payment  of  all 
expenditures  associated  with  common  expenses. 

C.  Procedures. 

Proposals  for  a  Condominium  development  in  any  zone  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board.  The  Planning  Board  shall 
review  such  plan  in  accordance  with  the  Planning  Board's  duties 
under  Site  Plan  Review.  The  Planning  Board  shall  approve, 
approve  with  modifications,  or  deny  the  proposal  as  provided  by 
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statute.  Any  development  not  part  of  the  approved  plan  shall 
constitute  a  violation  of  this  ordinance.  Any  land  identified  as 
convertible  land,  for  future  construction,  shall  show  future 
development  plans.  In  the  case  of  expandable  condominium(s)  a 
separate  application  for  the  proposal  shall  be  made  upon 
expansion.  The  proposal  shall  contain  the  following: 

1.  Required  site  plan  shall  show  all  proposed  building,  lighting, 
parking  areas,  signs  and  landscaping  at  a  scale  sufficient  to 
permit  the  study  c^f  elements  of  the  plan. 

2.  A  plan  and  descriptic^n  of  all  proposed  utilities,  roads  and 
drainage  shall  be  submitted. 

3.  Typical  elevation  drawings  and  floor  plans  of  all  prc^posed 
buildings  shall  be  required. 

4.  The  site  plan  shall  show  the  location  of  ajacent  buildings  and 
other  outstanding  features  within  two  hundred  (200)  feet  of  the 
property  line. 

5.  The  site  plan  shall  also  include  any  other  additional 
information  deemed  necessary  by  the  Planning  Board. 

D.  Standards  and  Regulations. 

T.  J  following  standards  shall  be  met  for  Condominium 
Development  in  any  zone.  Article  IV  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  Condominium  Development. 

1.  The  minimum  land  area  for  a  condominium  development 
shall  be  twenty  contiguous  acres  in  one  parcel.  Each  residential 
structure  all  not  contain  more  than  six  dwelling  units.  There 
shall  be  a  mininaim  of  fifty  (50)  feet  between  residential 
structures. 

2.  The  required  land  area  per  condominium  unit  shall  be  not  less 
th-iii  eighty-five  thousand  (85,000)  square  feet.  This  density 
requirement  shall  be  maintained  and  applied  to  any  convertible 
land  or  ccmt version  space  to  be  developed  in  the  future.  There 
shall  be  no  minimLun  lot  size  for  unit  cc^nstruction,  prox'ided  soil 
and  slope  conditions  are  acceptable. 

3.  A  minimum  of  two  off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided 
for  e<u  h  d\M  Ilmg  imit. 

4.  Th.'re  ^hall  be  a  minimum  buffer  zone  of  one  hundred  (TOO) 
feet  pro\  ided  between  any  strLictin-e  and  the  perimeter  of  the 
tract. 
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5.  No  building  shall  exceed  thirty-five  (35)  feet  in  height,  or  two 
and  one-half  stories. 

6.  A  time  table  for  completion  of  the  condominium  development 
shall  be  established  and  provision  made  to  indemnify  the 
occupants  of  the  development  and  the  town,  should  the 
Condominium  Development  not  be  completed.  The  town  may 
require  the  necessary  performance  bond(s)  to  ensure 
compliance. 

7.  Each  condominium  unit  shall  have  reasonable  access  to  the 
common  open  space,  but  need  not  front  directly  on  such  land. 

8.  All  Subdivision  and  Building  Regulations  for  the  Town  of 
Lee,  where  applicable,  shall  apply  unless  otherwise  stated  in  this 
Article. 

Q.  All  septic  systems  and  water  systems  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Unit  Owners'  Association.  Construction  of 
such  shall  be  in  accordance  with  all  Water  Supply  and  Pollution 
Control  Commission  Standards  as  well  as  those  of  the  Town  of 
Lee. 

10.  Unless  identified  as  convertible  land,  all  areas  designated  as 
common  land  shall  be  permanently  maintained  as  such  and  shall 
be  quaranteed  as  such  by  a  covenant  describing  the  established 
common  land  area. 

11.  All  streets  within  a  Condominium  Development  shall 
conform  to  the  Road  Specificatons  for  the  Town  of  Lee  and, 
where  applicable,  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations  4:15.  In 
addition  such  streets  shall  be  of  a  loop  design  and  have  only  one 
exit/entrance  onto  any  existing  road.  Accessory  roads  or  ways 
within  the  Condominium  Development  will  be  private  and  shall 
be  maintained  by  the  Unit  Owner's  Association  as  they  shall 
decide. 

12.  Any,  or  all,  utilities,  facilities,  services,  etc.  shall  be  subject 
to  inspection  by  the  appropriate  town  officials  or  their  designees. 
Any  costs  incurred  shall  be  borne  by  the  condominium 
developer. 

13.  Design  Requirements.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Subdivision  Regulations  and  the  Site  Plan  Review 
Regulations,  Condominium  Developments  shall  comply  with 
the  following  design  requirements: 
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1.  Within  the  development,  architectural  styles  which  are 
compatible  with  the  natural  amenities  and  topography  of  the  site 
will  be  encouraged. 

2.  Individual  buildings,  streets,  and  parking  areas  shall  be 
designed  and  situated  to:  minimize  alteration  of  the  natural  site 
features  to  be  preserved;  to  relate  to  surrounding  properties;  to 
improve  the  view  from  and  view  of  buildings;  to  lessen  the  area 
devoted  to  motor  vehicle  access;  to  achieve  the  best  possible 
relationship  between  development  and  the  land;  to  avoid  adverse 
effects  of  noise,  shadows,  and  traffic  on  the  residents  of  the 
development;  and  to  insure  no  diminution  in  value  of 
surrounding  properties  shall  occur. 

3.  Open  space  areas  shall  include  irreplaceable  natural  features 
located  in  the  tract  (such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  stream  beds, 
significant  stands  of  trees,  individual  trees  of  significant  size, 
rock  outcroppings,  and  marshes.).  These  should  be  distributed 
throughout  the  development  as  part  of  a  design  which  will  serve 
to  unify  the  development  visually  and  functionally  and  to  buffer 
the  development  from  surrounding  land  uses.  No  common  open 
space  shall  be  denuded,  defaced,  nor  otherwise  disturbed 
without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

4.  Open  space  intended  for  recreational  t^r  public  use  shall  be 
easily  accessible  to  pedestrians.  Such  open  space  areas  shall  be 
linked  to  residential  areas  by  walkways  which  shall  meet  the 
needs  of  the  elderly  and  the  handicapped. 

5.  Natural  surface  drainage  channels  shall  be  either 
incorporated  into  the  overall  site  design  or  shall  be  preserved  as 
part  of  the  required  open  space. 

E.  Provisions  for  Maintenance  of  Common  Area(s)  and 
Payment  of  Common  Expenses. 

1.  In  the  Condominium  project,  the  maintenance  of  common 
area(s)  and  payment  of  common  expense(s)  shall  be  done  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  New  Hampshire  RSA  356-B. 

a.  In  the  case  where  the  condominium  development  consists  of 
ten  (10)  units  or  less,  all  deed  restrictions,  organizational 
provisions  for  the  Unit  Owners'  Association,  and  any  other 
management  concerns  for  common  areas  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Planning  Board  with  the  advice  of  the  Town  Attorney.  Any 
costs  incurred  shall  be  borne  by  the  condominium  developer. 
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b.  In  the  case  where  the  condominium  development  consists  of 
more  than  ten  (10)  units,  final  approval  for  all  deed  and  financial 
arrangements  for  the  Condominium  Development  shall  be  done 
in  accordance  with  RSA  356-B  through  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Attorney  General's  office.  Any  costs  incurred  shall 
be  borne  by  the  condominium  developer. 

c.  In  addition  to  (a)  and  (b)  above,  review  by  the  Town  Attorney 
will  be  required  to  assure  the  validity  of  common  ownership  for 
tax  purposes.  Any  costs  ircurred  shall  be  borne  by  the 
condominium  developer. 

Health  and  Safety  Clause 

In  the  event  that  the  Unit  Owners'  Association  fails  to 
maintain  the  common  area(s)  relative  to  the  health  and  safety  of 
the  Condominium  inhabitants  or  abutting  property  owners,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  serve  written  notice  upon  such 
association  setting  forth  the  deficiencies  in  the  maintenance  of 
common  areas  relative  to  health  and  safety.  Such  notice  shall 
include  a  demand  that  said  deficiencies  be  cured  forthwith,  and 
that  a  statement  of  intent  to  comply  and  a  date  of  compliance  be 
filed  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  within  fourteen  (14)  days  of 
said  notice.  If  such  maintenance  shall  not  have  been  performed 
or  said  statement  of  intent  not  filed  by  the  stated  time,  the 
Town,  in  order  to  preserve  the  taxable  values  of  the  properties 
within  the  Condominium  Development  and  to  prevent  any 
common  area(s)  from  becoming  a  detriment  to  public  health  and 
safety,  may  enter  upon  such  common  area(s)  and  maintain  it  for 
not  more  than  one  (1)  year.  Said  entry  shall  not  vest  any  right  in 
the  general  public  to  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  common 
area(s).  Before  the  expiration  of  that  period,  the  Town  shall 
upon  its  initiative  or  upon  the  request  of  the  association 
therefore  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  common 
area(s),  call  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Notice  of  such  hearing  shall  be  given  to  such  association  and  to 
the  unit  residents  of  the  condominium.  At  that  hearing,  such 
association  or  unit  owners  of  the  condominium  development 
shall  show  cause  why  such  maintenance  by  the  Town  shall  not, 
at  the  election  of  the  Town,  continue  for  a  succeeding  year  or 
other  designated  period.  If  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall 
determine  that  such  associatic^i  is  not  ready  and  able  to  maintain 
said  common  area(s)  in  a  safe  and  healthy  condition,  the  Town 
may,  in  its  discretion,  continue  to  maintain  said  common  area(s) 
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during  the  succeeding  year  and  subject  to  a  similar  hearing  and 
determination,  during  each  succeeding  year  thereafter. 

The  cost  of  such  maintenance  by  the  Town  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  properties  within  the  Condominium  development  in 
direct  relation  to  the  proportionate  interest  in  the  common 
area(s),  and  shall  become  a  tax  lien  on  said  properties.  At  the  time 
of  entering  on  said  common  area(s),  for  the  purposes  of 
maintenance,  notice  of  such  lien  shall  be  filed  in  the  Office  of  the 
Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  decision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  any  such  case  shall 
constitute  a  final  administrative  decision. 


ARTICLE  XIII 

A.  Cluster  Residential  Development. 

The  purpose  of  this  Article  is  to  provide  a  flexible  policy  for 
quality  Cluster  Development  consistent  with  the  rural 
character,  healthy,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Lee,  which 
will  encourage  and  permit:  a  more  economical  subdivisic^n 
layout;  a  variety  of  residential  dwellings;  ingenuity  and 
originality  in  total  subdivision  and  individual  site  design; 
preservation  of  open  space  to  serve  recreational,  scenic, 
conservatic^n,  and  other  related  purposes  within  the  densities 
established  for  the  gross  tract. 

B.  Definitions.  (The  definitions  as  set  forth  in  Article  11  shall  also 
apply  herein.) 

1.  Cluster  Rcsiiiinitiiil  Dcvclopwoit.  A  residential  subdivision  of  a 
parcel  of  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  acres  where,  rather  than 
subdividing  the  parcel  into  house  lots  which  meet  the  minimum 
requirements  of  Article  IV,  a  similar  number  of  dwelling  units 
may  be  clustered  on  lots  of  reduced  dimensions.  The  remaining 
land  in  the  parcel  is  not  to  be  developed  and  is  reserved  as 
common  land  to  be  held  by  a  mandatory  Home  Owners' 
Association  which  will  legally  prevent  it  from  ever  being  further 
subdivided. 

2.  Civintion  Area.  Any  and  all  portions  other  than  the  individually 
owned  lots. 
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3.  Cowwon  Open  Space.  Common  land  area  within  the  Cluster 
Residential  Development  which  shall  not  be  built  upon  and  shall 
remain  in  its  natural  state. 

4.  Mivuintoru  Howe  Owners'  Associntiou.  A  private,  non-profit 
corporation,  association,  or  other  non-profit  legal  entity 
established  by  the  applicant  or  developer  for  purposes  of 
managing  and  maintaining  all  common  land,  open  space  and 
natural  areas.  Membership  in  said  association  shall  be 
mandatory  for  all  property  owners  and  made  a  required 
covenant  in  any  deed  issued  or  passed. 

5.  Net  Developable  Area.  The  area  of  the  entire  tract  to  be 
subdivided  less:  the  land  which  is  classified  as  "very  poorly 
drained";  "poorly  drained";  having  slopes  of  25  percent  or 
greater  according  to  the  most  recent  Strafford  County  Soil 
Survey;  or  as  further  delineated  by  qualified  personnel  after 
onsite  inspection. 

C.  Standards  and  Regulations. 

1.  Common  land  area  within  the  Cluster  Residential 
Development  tract  will  be  established  and  maintained  in 
accordance  with  the  following  requirements: 

a.  The  applicant  or  developer  shall  provide  for  and  establish  a 
"Mandatory  Home  Owners' Associations"  as  a  legal  entity  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  ownership,  care, 
and  maintenance  of  all  such  land  and  improvements.  Its  articles 
shall  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  Planning  Board  after  review- 
by  the  Town  Attorney,  prior  to  development.  The  cost  of  such 
legal  review  shall  be  borne  by  the  applicant  or  developer.  Any 
changes  in  such  articles  of  association  or  incorporation  shall 
require  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

b.  Such  association  shall  be  created  by  a  covenant.  Such 
association  shall  be  cc^mposed  of  all  persons  having  ownership 
within  the  development  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
perpetuation,  maintenance,  and  uses  and  functions  of  all 
common  lands  and  facilities. 

c.  All  common  lands  and  improvements  shall  be  described  and 
identified  as  to  location,  size,  use  and  control  in  the  covenant. 
Such  covenant  shall  set  forth  the  method  of  assessment  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  land.  The  covenant  shall  be  written  so  as  to 
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run  with  the  land  and  become  part  of  the  deed  to  each  lot  or 
dwelling  unit  within  the  development. 

d.  Such  covenant  and  association  shall  continue  in  effect  so  as: 
to  control  the  availability  of  facilities  and  land  thereby  provided; 
to  maintain  the  land  and  facilities  for  their  intended  function; 
and  to  protect  the  development  from  additional  and  unplanned 
densities.  Such  association  shall  not  be  dissolved,  nor  shall  such 
association  dispose  of  any  common  area  by  sale  or  otherwise 
except  tc^  an  organization  conceived  and  organized  to  own  and 
maintain  such  areas  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

e.  In  the  event  that  the  association,  or  any  successor 
organization  or  any  owners  of  the  dwelling  units  located  within 
the  development  which  owns  said  open  space,  fails  to  maintain 
the  open  space  in  reasonable  order  and  condition  in  accordance 
with  the  final  plan,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  serve  written 
notice  upon  such  association  or  dwelling  unit  owner(s)  setting 
forth  the  deficiencies  in  the  maintenance,  order  and  condition  of 
the  open  space.  Such  notice  shall  include  a  demand  that  said 
deficiencies  be  cured  forthwith  and  that  statement  of  intent  to 
comply  and  a  date  of  compliance  shall  be  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  within  fourteen  (14)  days  of  said  notice.  If  such 
maintenance  shall  not  have  been  performed  or  said  statement  of 
intent  shall  not  have  been  filed  by  the  stated  time,  the  Town,  in 
order,  to  preserve  the  taxable  values  of  the  properties  within  the 
Cluster  Residential  Development  and  to  prevent  nuisance,  may 
enter  upon  the  common  area(s)  and  maintain  such  for  a  period  of 
not  more  than  one  (1)  year.  Said  entry  and  maintenance  shall  not 
vest  any  right  in  the  general  public  to  the  Lise  and  enjoyment  c^f 
the  common  area.  Before  the  expiration  of  that  period,  the  Town 
shall,  upon  its  initiative  or  upon  the  reqtiest  of  the  association 
theretofore  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  common 
area,  call  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Notice  of  such  hearing  shall  be  given  to  such  association  and  the 
residents  of  the  development.  At  that  hearing,  such  association 
ov  the  residents  of  the  development  shall  show  cause  why  such 
maintenance  by  the  Town  shall  not,  at  the  election  of  the  Town, 
continue  for  a  succeeding  year  or  other  designated  period.  If  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  determine  that  such  associaiton  is  not 
readv  and  able  to  maintain  said  common  area  in  a  reasonable 
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condition,  the  Town  may,  in  its  discretion,  continue  to  maintain 
said  common  area  during  the  next  succeeding  year  and  subject  to 
a  similar  hearing  and  determination,  during  each  succeeding 
year  thereafter.  The  decision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  any 
such  case  shall  constitute  a  final  administrative  decision. 

The  cost  of  such  maintenance  by  the  Town  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  properties  within  the  development  in  direct  relation 
to  their  proportionate  interest  in  the  common  area,  and  shall 
become  a  tax  lien  on  said  properties.  At  the  time  of  entering  upon 
said  common  area  for  the  purpose  of  maintenance,  notice  of  such 
lien  shall  be  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Strafford  County  Registry 
of  Deeds. 

2.  Poiuilh'd  L/sfs  /?;/(/  Mix.  Cluster  Residential  development  shall 
be  restricted  to  single-family  detached  dwellings  and  to 
twofamily  detached  residential  structures  under  one  ownership. 

3.  Pcnuitlt'd  Density.  The  overall  density  of  a  Cluster  Residential 
Development  shall  not  exceed  one  dwelling  unit  for  each  eighty- 
five  thousand  (85,000)  square  feet. 

4.  Dmi^itu  Triiu^fi'r.  In  a  cluster  residential  development, 
individual  lot  size  may  be  reduced  from  the  general  lot  size 
specified  in  Article  IV  to  specific  minimum  lot  sizes  for  cluster 
development,  such  minimum  lot  sizes  being  governed  by  the 
type(s)  of  dwelling  unit  proposed  as  follows: 

a.  Single  family  detached  dwellings-individual  lots  may  be 
reduced  by  up  to  75^'o  of  that  required  for  a  conventional  lot: 
minimum  lot  size  being  21,250  square  feet. 

b.  Two-family  residential  structures  -  individual  lots  may  be 
reduced  up  to  35%  of  that  required  for  a  conventional  lot; 
minimum  lot  size  being  55,250  square  feet. 

D.  General  Provisions. 

The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  all  Cluster  Residential 
Devek^pment: 

1.  Suhdivi^io}!  Ri\\iiilnHo}i>.  All  pertinent  provisions  of  the  Town  of 
Lee  Subdivision  Regulations  shall  be  complied  with,  including 
but  not  limited  to:  street  design  and  construction  specification; 
the  posting  of  bonds  to  cover  required  improvements;  and  the 


plat  preparation  and  submission  requirements.  In  addition,  all 
streets  within  a  cluster  development  shall  beof  a  loopdesign  and 
have  only  one  entrance/exit  onto  any  existing  road.  Accessory 
roads  or  ways  within  the  development  will  be  private  and  shall  be 
maintained  by  the  Home  Owners'  Association. 

2.  Sih'  Plan  Rcvit'w.  The  Town  of  Lee  Site  Plan  Review 
Regulations  shall  apply  to  the  use,  design,  siting  and 
development  of  all  proposals,  and  all  common  land. 

3.  Ow)icrship  of  Coifumvi  Lniiii  Arens.  Common  land  areas,  and 
improvements  thereon,  shall  be  held,  managed  and  maintained 
by  the  developer  until  owned  and  controlled  by  the  "mandatory 
Home  Owners'  Association"  as  defined  herein. 

4.  fees.  The  applicant  shall  be  responsible  for  all  costs  incurred  by 
the  Town  of  Lee,  its  Planning  Board,  and  its  officials  and 
representatives  in  the  review  of  any  plans.  The  Planning  Board 
may  require  that  the  applicant  post  with  the  Town,  at  the  time  of 
application  for  Cluster  Residential  Development  plan  review, 
sufficient  funds  from  which  anticipated  review  costs  can  be  paid. 

5.  Special  Studies.  The  Planning  Board  may  require  special  studies 
and/or  additional  information  that  it  deems  necessary  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  Cluster  Residential  Development 
provision.  Such  studies  shall  be  undertaken  at  the  expense  of  the 
applicant.  The  firm,  individual',  or  agency  selected  by  the 
applicant  to  prepare  such  studies  shall  have  the  prior  approval  of 
the  Planning  Board. 

6.  Public  Hearings.  No  Cluster  Residential  Development  shall  be 
approved  or  disapproved  without  first  affording  the  applicant 
and  abutters  the  public  hearings  thereon  as  provided  for  in  the 
Subdivision  Regulations. 

7.  The  Planning  Board  shall  approve,  approve  with 
modifications  or  disapprove  the  plans  as  provided  by  statute. 

E.  Design  Requirements. 

In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  the  Subdivision  Regulations 
and  the  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations,  Cluster  Residential 
Developments  shall  comply  with  the  following  design 
requirements: 
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1.  Within  the  development  uniform  architectural  styles  which 
are  compatible  with  the  natural  amenities  and  topography  of  the 
site  will  be  encouraged. 

2.  Originality  in  lot  layout  and  architectural  style  will  be 
encouraged  to  achieve  the  best  possible  relationship  between 
development  and  the  land. 

3.  Individual  lots,  buildings,  streets  and  parking  areas  shall  be 
designed  and  situated  to:  minimize  alteration  of  the  site  features 
to  be  preserved;  lessen  the  area  devoted  to  motor  vehicle  access; 
avoid  the  adverse  effects  of  noise,  shadows  and  traffic;  and 
retain  aesthetic  qualities. 

4.  Open  space  areas  shall  include  irreplaceable  natural  features 
located  in  the  tract  (such  as,  but  not  limited  to  stream  beds, 
significant  stands  of  trees,  individual  trees  of  significant  size, 
rock  outcroppings,  and  marshes).  These  should  be  distributed 
throughout  the  development  as  part  of  a  design  system  which 
will  serve  to  unify  the  development  visually  and  functionally  and 
to  buffer  the  development  from  surrounding  land  uses.  No 
common  open  space  shall  be  denuded,  defaced,  nor  otherwise 
distrubed  without  prior  written  approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

5.  Open  space  intended  for  recreational  or  public  use  shall  be 
easily  accessible  to  pedestrians.  Such  open  space  areas  shall  be 
linked  to  residential  areas  by  walkways  which  shall  meet  the 
needs  of  the  elderly  and  handicapped. 

6.  Natural  surface  drainage  channels  shall  be  either 
incorporated  into  the  overall  site  design  or  shall  be  preserved  as 
part  of  the  required  open  space. 

7.  The  entire  development  shall  be  designed  so  no  diminution  in 
value  of  surrounding  properties  will  occur. 

F.  External  and  Internal  Design  Standards. 

1.  Requirements  applicable  to  the  external  boundaries  of  the 
development: 

a.  The  minimum  frontage  on  a  state  or  town  maintained  road  of 
Class  V  designation,  or  better,  shall  be  one  hundred  (100)  feet. 

b.  A  buffer  zone  having  a  minimum  depth  of  one  hundred  (100) 
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feet  shcill  be  provided  between  any  structure  and  the  perimeter 
of  the  tract.  Said  buffer  zone  shall  be  comprised  of  vegetation, 
either  natural  or  planted. 

c.  No  dwellings,  structLires  or  service  roads  shili  be  permitted 
within  the  designate     buffer  zone. 

2.    Requirements  appl  cable  to  internal  Buidings  Lots: 

a.  In  addition  to  the  minimum  lot  area  requirements  specified 
herein,  the  following  standards  shall  apply: 

i.   Frontage  -  100  feet  for  a  single  family  hcuise  and  150  feet  for  a 

two  family  house; 

Building  setbacks  -  35  feet  in  front  and  25  feet  from  side  and  rear 

property  lines; 

Maximum  building  height  -  35  feet  or  two  and  one  half  stories 

ii.  The  minimum  frontage  requirements  may  be  further 
reduced  by  the  Planning  Board  to  allow  for  the  use  of  wedge  or 
irregularly  shaped  lots. 

iii.  Average  depth  of  each  lot  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred 
(100)  feet. 

b.  A  minimum  of  two  (2)  off  street  parking  spaces  shall  be 
provided  fc^r  each  dwelling  unit. 

c.  Internal  streets  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  in 
accordance  with  the  standards  specified  in  the  Subdivision 
Regulations  and  Lee  Street  Construction  Specifications. 
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ARTICLE  III 

TEXT  OF  THE  PROPOSED 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE 

BUILDING  REGULATIONS 

Explanation  by  the  Planning  Board: 

1.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  #1  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Building  Regulations 
Ordinance  as  follows: 

Amendment  #1  would  add  the  following  to  Section  3: 

No  application  for  a  building  permit  shall  be  granted  without 
written  approval  of  a  driveway  application  by  the  town  road 
agent  in  the  case  of  such  driveway  exiting  onto  a  town  road,  or 
by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Works  if  such 
driveway  exits  onto  a  state  road. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  amendment  to  insure 
compliance  with  site  visability,  drainage  and  construction 
regulations  as  well  as  to  insure  safety  and  good  planning. 

2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  #2  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Building  Regulations 
Ordinance  as  follows: 

Amendment  #2  would  add  section  5(i)  and  renumber  subsequent 
sections  as  follows: 

Smoke  Detector.  At  least  one  UL  listed  smoke  detector  shall  be 
installed  on  each  level  in  each  newly  constructed  or 
reconstructed  dwelling  unit.  It  shall  be  installed  in  accordance 
with  instructions  supplied  by  the  manufacturer. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  amendment  in  the 
interests  of  safety  and  in  compliance  with  the  Life  Safety  Code.

A  total  of  forty-three  (43)  building  permits  were  issued  in 
1982.  Of  that  total,  twenty-one  (21)  were  issued  for  the 
construction  of  new  homes;  eight  (8)  were  issued  for  additions  to 
existing  structures  and  another  eight  (8)  were  issued  for 
garages.  The  remaining  six  permits  were  issued  for  outbuildings 
such  as  storage  sheds,  barns  and  woodsheds.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

LEE  PLANNING  BOARD 

1P82  was  d  pdrticularly  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Lee 
Planning  Board.  Public  hearings  on  fifteen  subdivision  proposals 
were  held.  Twelve  Subdivisions  were  apprc^ved  and  one 
resubdi\'isicin  (the  combining  of  previously  subdivided  lots), 
creating  a  total  of  twelve  new  building  lots  in  Lee.  Applications 
ha\'e  been  accepted  for  two  major  subdivisions  to  be  located  on 
V\'ednesday  Hill  Road  and  Route  152,  which,  if  approved,  would 
create  d  iotal  of  thirty-four  new  building  lots. 

The  Planning  Board  attended  nine  site  reviews  in  1982.  Site 
apprcH'al  was  granted  for  seven  business  operations.  These 
include  appre>vals  for  three  new  businesses  which  have  been 
established  in  town.  These  are:  The  Lady  and  the  Tramp,  a 
professional  pet  grooming  parlor  owned  and  operated  by  Holly 
Zirkle  on  Route  152;  Lee  Ceramics  operated  by  Irene  Furbush  on 
Route  125;  and  R-Deli,  a  sandwich  shc^p  owned  by  G.A.  Helton 
on  Route  125.  Approval  was  granted  for  a  Mexican  Restaurant 
which  was  not  opened;  for  the  relocation  of  J.R.  Banks  & 
Associates  from  Steppingstone  Road  to  Route  152;  for  the 
expansion  of  Lee  Labs  on  Route  152;  for  the  recreation  hall  at 
Forest  Glen  Campground.  Approval  was  denied  for  a  craft 
workshop  on  Route  125.  Pending  before  the  board  is  a  proposal 
for  a  hydroelectric  power  dam  at  Wadleigh  Falls. 

The  Planning  Board  received  and  accepted  five  boundary 
sur\'eys  and  reviewed  testpits  for  four  lots  of  record  as  well  as  all 
proposed  subdivision  building  lots.  An  excavation  permit  was 
granted  to  The  Town  of  Durham  for  the  gravel  pit  located  on 
Packers  Falls  Road  and  excavation  permits  were  renewed  for  the 
Cheney  Pit  on  Newtown  Plains  Road  and  the  Anderson  Pit  on 
Route  125. 

Work  has  continued  through  1<582  on  the  Master  Plan  for  the 
Town  of  Lee.  Maps  have  been  completed  as  part  of  the  Master 
Plan  which  depict  zoning,  land  uses,  and  various  st^il  types  as  well 
as  ownership  patterns. 

A  major  revision  to  the  Lee  Zoning  Ordinance  was  adopted  by 
the  Lee  X'oters  in  September.  This  established  a  Wetlands 
Conservation  Zone  in  Lee.  The  purpose  of  the  zc^ne,  which  was 
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proposed  jointly  by  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Lee 
Conservation  Commission,  is  to  protect  Lee's  environment  and 
future  water  supply  from  building  or  other  undesirable  uses 
which  may  cause  contamination.  A  major  revision  to  the 
Building  Regulations,  which  was  adopted  in  September,  by 
voters,  allows  raised  mound  septic  systems  in  Lee. 

The  Planning  Board  has  also  proposed  major  revisions  to  these 
ordinances  which  will  be  presented  to  the  voters  on  the  March 
Town  Meeting  Ballot.  Proposed  as  amendments  to  the  Building 
Regulations  are  requirements  for  driveway  permit  approval  and 
the  installation  of  smoke  detectors  in  new  construction. 

Amendments  which  the  Planning  Board  propose  to  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  include  articles  on  Condominium  and  Cluster 
Development.  Interest  has  been  expressed  by  local  developers  in 
these  types  of  development  in  Lee.  It  is  at  their  request  and  in  the 
interest  of  insuring  quality  development  consistent  with  the 
rural  character  and  welfare  of  Lee  that  these  articles  are 
proposed. 

The  Planning  Board  welcomed  James  Miller  of  Fox  Garrison 
Road  as  a  new  member  to  the  Board  in  1982.  Board  members 
sincerely  regret  the  loss  of  Susan  Bradbury.  She  served  a  short 
term  as  a  Planning  Board  member  in  1982  during  which  time  she 
left  her  personal  mark  on  many  local  issues. 
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REPORT  OF  ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

In  1982,  the  Lee  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  held  public 
hearings  on  nine  applications.  Three  of  these  were  for  variances 
to  the  Lee  Zoning  Ordinance.  On  April  15,  Gerald  Collins  was 
denied  permission  to  cc^nstruct  two  residential  structures  on  one 
lot.  On  May  15,  Benjamen  Durgin  was  granted  a  variance  to 
Article  5  M  of  the  Building  Regulations  to  construct  a  raised 
mound  septic  system.  On  October  6,  Ralph  Booth  was  granted  a 
variance  to  replace  an  existing  mobile  home  on  the  Green  Dream 
Farm  property  with  a  larger,  newer  one. 

Six  applications  for  special  exception  were  approved  to  permit 
commercial  uses  in  a  residential  zone.  Lady  and  the  Tramp,  a  dog 
grooming  parlor  operated  by  Holly  Zirkle  on  North  River  Road 
was  the  only  new  business  created  by  special  exception 
(approved  on  June  2,  1982).  J.R.  Banks  &  Associates  was  granted 
approval  on  April  15,  1982  to  move  from  its  former  address  on 
Steppingstone  Road  to  Route  152.  Lee  Labs  was  granted  a  special 
exception  on  February  18  for  expansion.  Local  Union  6, 
Bricklayers  and  Allied  Craftsmen,  was  granted  a  special 
exception  on  March  3,  to  construct  a  union  hall  on  Route  125. 
On  September  16,  Forest  Glen  Campground  was  granted  a 
special  exception  to  operate  a  recreation  hall  in  conjunction  with 
campground  activities. 

Application  has  been  filed  with  the  Board  for  a  special 
exception  to  operate  a  hydroelectric  power  dam  at  Wadleigh 
Falls.  Public  hearings  will  be  held  on  this  application  in  1983. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

In  the  last  eighteen  months,  2154  adults  and  1715  children, 
borrowed  15,521  books,  333  magazines,  20  records,  and  18 
patterns.  We  borrowed  from  the  Bookmobile,  during  2  visits  or 
by  mail  request; 

629  adult  fiction,  717  adult  non-fiction  and  971  childrens  fiction 
and  non-fiction.  By  patron  request,  we  borrowed  89  books 
through  inter-library  loan.  The  library  has  7  framed  prints  that 
can  be  borrowed  by  patrons. 

The  library  is  affiliated  with  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Library.  This  means  we  can  borrow  from  them  most  books 
requested  by  you.  If  they  do  not  have  it,  they  will  borrow  from 
another  library  for  us.  Most  of  our  inter-library  loans  were  from 
the  Dover  Public  Library  this  year.  These  were  fiction,  or 
nonfiction  for  all  ages  in  many  subjects.  We  can  get  books  to  help 
with  assignments  from  school  through  college  and  from  N.H. 
State  Library  we  borrow  films  and  classical  records.  Due  to  State 
budgets  the  Bookmobile  is  history,  being  replaced  by  a  van.  The 
Librarians  go  to  Concord,  pick  out  the  books,  and  the  van 
delivers  them. 

981  books  were  purchased,  both  hard-cover  and  paper  backs. 
We  subscribe  to  7  magazines  and  10  subscriptions  are  donated. 
We  thank  everyone  who  donated  books.  Please  do  not  donate 
textbooks.  There  are  many  discarded  books  for  sale  in  the 
basement,  for  a  small  fee. 

In  August  the  Barrington  Library  joined  us  for  a  showing  of 
the  Little  Red  Wagon.  We  had  numerous  film  showings  for  the 
Lee  Cooperative  Nursery  School. 

The  N.H.  Library  Council  Spring  meeting  in  1981  was 
attended  by  two  trustees  and  two  librarians.  In  the  Spring  of 
1982,  two  trustees  attended  this  meeting.  Mrs.  Hatch  and  Mrs. 
MacDonald  attended  a  Political  Action  Committee  meeting. 
Mrs.  Hatch  also  attended  the  N.H.  Library  Trustees  Association 
Fall  meeting  and  five  N.H.L.T.A.  board  meetings,  of  which  she  is 
the  Secretary.  The  Trustees  held  12  meetings.  Mrs.  MacDonald 
attended  2  meetings  of  RALI  (cooperative  book  buying)  and  6 
Oyster  River  Librarians  meetings. 

For  twelve  years  the  Lee  Library  has  been  privileged  to  have 
Laura  Gund  as  a  trustee.  Even  though  she  was  busy  with  her 
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family  and  farm,  she  made  time  to  do  a  great  deal  for  the  library. 
She  was  here  when  the  addition  was  built  and  put  many  tedious 
hours  in  that  project.  You  will  be  missed,  Laura,  and  the  trustees 
^nd  the  librarians  thank  you  for  all  you  did.

REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

January  1981  -  June  2982 

During  budget  preparation  the  budget  committee  felt  that  the 
time  breakdown  was  valuable  and  that  more  people  should  be 
aware  of  the  hours  spent  in  the  various  areas  of  police  work  in 
Lee.  Thus,  this  report  shows  such  a  breakdown,  beginning  with 
the  work  done  by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

At  the  present  time  the  major  case  investigation,  including 
juvenile  cases,  numbers  over  40  open  cases.  Case  management 
studies  done  by  the  Rand  Corporation  show  that  no  more  than 
10  cases  can  be  handled  by  one  individual  at  a  given  time  when 
that  person  devotes  full-time  to  investigations.  For  that  reason, 
we  are  implementing  case  management  that  determines 
solvability  on  certain  factors,  such  as:  are  there  eye  witnesses,  do 
we  have  identifying  numbers,  such  as  license  plate  numbers  or 
serial  numbers,  were  there  "trademarks"  such  as  fingerprints, 
any  identifiable  MO?  Without  at  least  one  of  the  factors  listed, 
cases  do  not  have  a  high  probability  of  being  solved.  If  the 
probability  of  being  solved  is  low,  those  cases  take  a  back  seat  to 
cases  that  have  high  solvability  factors.  The  improper 
preparation  of  crime  scenes  and  case  preparation  can  result  in 
law  suits,  and  can  be  costly  as  seen  in  thecaseof  White  vs.  Burke, 
Chief  of  Police. 

Court  preparation  and  presentation,  at  the  present  time,  takes 
between  8  and  12  hours  per  week.  Usually  Vz  day  per  week  is 
required  in  arraignments  at  the  court.  This  is  the  process  where 
defendant  enters  plea,  and  if  the  plea  is  nolo  or  guilty,  has  his 
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case  disposed  of  at  that  time.  If  the  plea  is  "not  guilty",  then  there 
are  sessions  of  negotiations  with  attorneys,  and  a  trial  date  is  set, 
usually  one  Friday  per  month,  and  one  Wednesday  evening.  The 
Wednesday  night  court  is  almost  exclusively  for  Lee  cases,  and  is 
a  four  to  six  hour  session.  The  Friday  courts  are  longer  only 
because  four  agencies  have  trials  and  those  trials  are 
intermingled.  The  remaining  time  is  spend  on  preparation  and 
discussions  with  lawyers. 

Training  of  officers  is  a  responsibility  of  the  Chief .  There  is  an 
ongoing,  inservice  training  program  in  the  field  with  officers  on 
a  regular  basis.  Each  month  there  is  a  training  session  for  all 
officers,  and  there  is  an  annual  firearms  training.  All  officers 
receive  the  mandated  training  required  by  law  under  the  New 
Hampshire  Police  Standards  and  Training  Act.  Lack  of  proper 
training  can  be  disastrous  for  communities  in  the  amount  of 
financial  loss.  Recently  the  court  found  the  town  of  Bedford 
liable  in  the  amount  oi$600,000  in  a  negligent  shooting  incident. 
In  that  case,  the  officer  was  certified  by  the  State  under  the 
Standards  and  Training  Act,  yet  the  court  found  the  officer 
improperly  trained.  If  the  loss  was  covered  by  insurance,  the 
town  did  not  bear  the  initial  burden.  Yet,  its  insurance  premiums 
could  show  the  loss  for  years  to  come.  In  order  to  be  prepared  to 
train  personnel,  it  is  necessary  to  spend  some  six  to  eight  hours 
per  week  reading  and  preparing  inservice  training  and  monthly 
training  programs.  Part  of  this  time  is  spent  attending  seminars 
in  order  to  gather  information  and  stay  abreast  of  current 
change  in  the  field. 

Administrative  work  is,  at  times,  the  most  frustrating  because 
the  short  term  accomplishments  are  not  evident.  I  am  sure  that 
you  are  aware  of  the  correspondance  in  any  job,  the  statistical 
requirements,  budget  workups,  the  maintenance  that  needs  to 
be  scheduled  on  motor  vehicles,  firearms,  radios,  etc.,  audit  of 
cases  to  guarantee  that  laws  on  privacy  and  security  are  not 
violated,  etc.  .  .  The  police  field  also  needs' to  have  internal 
controls,  such  as  rules  and  regulations.  These  rules  and 
regulations  must  be  constantly  upgraded  to  attempt  to  reduce 
the  degree  of  liability  that  exists  for  the  town.  The  majority  of 
lawsuits  that  are  successful  in  today's  environment  are 
-uccessful  because  of  the  attack  on  the  rules  and  regulations  or 
the  lack  of  them.  There  is  also  a  new  problem  which  the  police 
manager  must  become  aware  of,  and  that  is  the  move  toward 
national  accreditation.  The  ramifications  of  this  trend  are  still 
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being  studied.  The  administrative  work  takes  between  eight  and 
twelve  hours  per  week. 

The  Chief  of  Police  is  also  involved  in  the  investigation  of,  and 
rehabilitation  in  all  juvenile  cases.  These  cases  can  be  difficult 
because  of  irreparable  damage  that  can  be  done  with  one  error. 
Juvenile  cases  are  extremely  time-consuming  when  they  appear. 
Annually,  the  average  time  spent  is  six  hours  per  week. 

If  you  ha\'e  kept  track  of  time  spent  in  each  area  so  far,  you  are 
in  the  neighborhood  of  38  hours  per  week,  and  we  have  not  yet 
included  time  for  day  patrol  or  major  investigations.  Day  patrol 
includes  all  of  those  functions  that  are  traditionally  thought  of  as 
police  functions,  ie:  traffic  control,  accident  investigations,  dt^g 
complaints,  disorderly  persons,  suspicious  persons  and 
automobiles,  burglar  alarm  activation,  etc. 

At  the  present  time  the  town  of  Lee  authorizes  ten  Special 
Officer  positions.  The  officers  filling  those  positions  cc^ver  the 
following  shifts  on  active  patrol: 

Monday  5-9  p.m. 

Tuesday  5-9  p.m. 

Wednesday  5-10  p.m. 

Thursday  5-11  p.m. 

Friday  5  p.m.  -  2  a.m. 

Saturday  11  a.m.  -  2  a.m. 

Sunday  11  a.m.  -  11  p.m. 

Thus,  there  is  a  total  of  55  hours  per  week  of  active  patrol.  The 
day  is  divided  into  shifts:  5  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  and  5  p.m.  to  5  a.m.  The 
day  shift  man  is  responsible  for  all  calls  on  his  shift  and  night 
shift,  all  calls  on  his  shift.  In  addition,  there  are  20  hours  of 
callout  time  in  the  budget  per  week.  This  call-out  time  covers  the 
hours  of  call-out  past  active  patrol,  sick  leave  and  vacation  for 
the  Chief,  call-out  time  while  Chief  is  tied  up  on  major 
investigations  or  in  court,  call-out  time  while  Chief  is  attending 
school,  etc.  There  is  a  need  to  increase  the  time  allotted  for 
callout.  Obviously,  if  crimes  are  to  be  solved  and  day  patrol  is  to 
be  accomplished,  then  there  needs  to  be  some  help  during  the 
day  on  at  least  one  or  two  days  per  week. 

At  the  present  time  the  Police  Department  employs  one 
parttime  clerk.  The  clerk  is  responsible  for  typing  and  filing  of  all 
reports,  preparing  paper  chase  to  recover  information  that  is 
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needed  for  trial  work  and  for  insurance  companies,  etc.  Much  of 
the  work  done  by  the  clerk  is  statistical  work  required  by  Federal 
or  State  laws  or  requested  by  the  various  boards  and 
departments  of  municipal  government. 

Lee  is  a  rather  affluent  bedroom  com.munity.  Thus,  as  the 
economy  continues  downward,  the  crime  in  Lee  will  increase. 
We  are  already  witnessing  an  increase  in  burglaries  and  theft  and 
many  of  the  people  committing  the  crimes  are  coming  from 
urban  areas.  With  cutbacks  in  state  and  county  budgets  for 
public  safety,  it  would  appear  that  there  will  not  be  significant 
help  from  those  agencies  in  investigating  and  solving  the  crimes 
inherent  in  a  recession.  Thus,  it  will  be  up  to  us  in  the  community 
to  combat  the  inevitable  increase  ourselves. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  cooperation 
during  the  past  twelve  months  and  look  forward  to  continued 
mutual  cooperation  in  the  coming  years.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  1982  the  Conservation  Commission  has  been  quite 
active.  The  Commission  inspected  the  town  owned  land  and 
conducted  two  field  trips  acquainting  adults  and  Mastway 
students  with  the  Town  Nature  Trail  and  the  Lee  Bog. 

The  "Wetlands  of  Lee"  was  published  which  is  an  inventory 
and  mapping  of  the  wetlands  in  town. 

The  Conservation  Commission  cooperated  with  the  Planning 
Board  in  developing  a  wetland  ordinance  which  was  adopted  by 
the  town  in  September. 

There  have  been  reviews  of  Dredge  and  Fill  permit 
applications  on  the  Lamprey  River  and  work  is  progressing  on 
providing  access  to  the  river  for  canoeists. 

The  possible  purchase  of  land  on  Wheelwright  Pond  is  being 
investigated. 

The  Commission  would  welcome  any  concerns  or  ideas  from 
the  townspeople. 
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LAMPREY  REGIONAL  SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 

The  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste 
Cooperative  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  incinerator/energy 
recovery  plant  on  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  campus  is 
operating  on  a  continuing  24-hour,  seven  day  a  week  schedule. 
Since  our  last  report  in  1<^82,  the  Directors  have  continued  to 
plan  ahead  for  improvements  in  operation  and  economy,  and  are 
able  to  report  a  number  of  completed  and  on-going  programs  to 
that  end. 

The  day-to-day  operation  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Cooperative's  Administrator,  under  the  general 
supervisory  control  of  the  three-member  Operations 
Committee  from  the  Joint  Board  of  Directors.  The  plant 
personnel,  in  addition  to  the  Administrator,  includes  two 
mechanics,  a  truck  driver,  two  daily  shifts  of  12  hours  each 
involving  8  persons,  plus  a  daily  cleanupcrew.  This  organization 
operates  the  incinerator  system,  maintains  records,  and 
coordinates  with  the  University's  Power  Plant  staff  to  monitor 
the  boiler  and  steam  production  elements  of  the  plant.  The 
Cooperative's  organization  also  handles  the  collection  of  refuse 
from  the  transfer  stations  of  five  communities,  and  handles  the 
ash  removal  and  its  transfer  to  the  landfill  site. 

During  the  past  year,  under  the  supervision  of  the  State 
Bureau  of  Solid  Waste,  and  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  stack  tests  for  air  pollution  control  were  conducted  for 
all  three  furnaces  and  were  quite  successful  in  achieving 
emissions  control  well  below  required  standards.  Also,  during 
the  spring  and  summer,  the  study  of  potential  alternate  uses  of 
energy  was  completed  with  funds  obtained  under  a  CEIP  grant 
administered  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning  in  New  Hampshire. 
The  study  recommendations  suggested  strongly  that  the 
installation  of  a  modular  turbine  and  electric  generator  would 
result  in  the  utilization  of  excess  steam  during  the  summer 
months,  with  a  substantial  payback  from  electric  generation. 
Negotiations  are  presently  underway  to  install  a  25,000  lb/hour 
turbine  to  generate  electricity  year  round  and  yet  utilize  the 
bypassed  steam  for  normal  heating  purposes. 

Arrangements  are  also  being  consummated  with  the  N.H. 
Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  to  incinerate 
oil  spill  debris  where  contamination  occurs  in  the  Seacoast  area. 
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A  new  concrete  floor  at  the  plant  to  insure  protection  against  oil 
spillage  will  be  funded  under  this  program,  and  will  be 
constructed  in  early  spring. 

The  Town  of  South  Berwick,  Maine  has  voted  to  join  the 
Cooperative  as  a  member,  and  legal  arrangements  are  under  way 
in  both  states  to  permit  the  Maine  town  to  join  with  us.  A 
number  of  other  communities  have  expressed  an  interest  in 
bringing  their  household  waste  to  Durham,  while  we  still  have 
capacity  for  additional  refuse.  We  also  have  been  working 
cooperatively  with  the  City  of  Portsmouth's  plant  at  Pease  Air 
Force  Base  to  the  benefit  of  both  plants. 

The  Directors  of  the  Cooperative  wish  to  express  their  deep 
appreciation  for  the  assistance  given  their  efforts  by  the 
University's  staff  as  well  as  the  officers  and  personnel  of  the 
cooperating  towns.  Every  effort  will  be  continued  to  keep  the 
residents  of  the  region  informed  of  the  progress  in  the  collection, 
processing  and  disposal  of  the  waste  which  is  being  handled  at 
the  plant.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

NEWMARKET  REGIONAL  HEALTH  CENTER 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  completed  its 
eleventh  year  of  service  in  1^82.  The  health  center  operates  two 
medical  offices,  one  in  Newmarket  and  the  other  in  Raymond, 
the  Lamprey  River  Clinic.  Both  facilities  provide  general  medical 
care,  preventive  health  services,  community  outreach,  social 
services,  and  short  term  counseling  with  referral  to  area  mental 
health  agencies. 

In  1^82,  Maude  Guerin,  M.D.,  an  obstetrician/gynecologist, 
joined  the  staff.  Dr.  Guerin  now  provides  prenatal,  delivery  and 
post  partum  care.  In  addition,  the  health  center  offers 
nutritional  counseling  and  prenatal  classes. 

Other  members  of  the  medical  staff  include  Sarah  Oxnard, 
M.D.,  Peter  Friedensohn,  M.D.,  Michael  Lewis,  R.P.A.,  Barbara 
Janeway,  M.S.N.,  A. R.N. P.,  and  Anne  Fawcett,  A. R.N. P.  The 
medical  team  also  includes  registered  nurses,  medical  assistants 
and  community  health  workers.  For  more  information,  or  to 
make  a  medical  appointment,  call  659-3106  in  Newmarket, 
8953351  in  Raymond,  or  toll-free  in  Newmarket  at  1-800-582- 
7279. 

The  community  health  workers  coordinate  a  school  health 
program  and  preventive  screening  clinics  to  detect  potential 
health  hazards.  They  hold  informative  workshops  and  act  as 
liaison  between  the  medical  providers  and  the  patient. 

In  November,  1982,  the  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center 
initiated  a  self-care  program  for  the  elderly  in  conjunction  with 
the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  of  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  enable  the  elderly 
to  stay  in  their  home  setting  as  well  as  to  maintain  a  quality  of  life 
and  independent  status  withintheir  community.  The  focus  of 
the  program  is  to  provide  self-care  skills  before  disability  occurs 
and  to  anticipate  problems  with  functional  activities.  Contact 
Anne  Fawcett,  A.R.N. P.,  at  1-800-582-7279  for  further 
information. 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  continues  to  operate 
the  Senior  Citizen  Transportation  Program.  Three  of  the  four 
busses  are  equipped  with  hydraulic  lifts  to  provide  services  to  the 
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handicapped.  The  transportation  service  enables  senior  citizens 
to  remain  independent,  self-sufficient  and  active  by  providing 
the  needed  services,  including  medical,  food  shopping  and 
recreational  trips.

OYSTER  RIVER  HOME  HEALTH  ASSOCIATION 

The  Oyster  River  Home  Health  Association  is  a  Medicare 
certified  non-profit  agency  incorporated  in  1967  to  provide 
health  services  to  the  four  towns  Durham,  Lee,  Madbury  and 
Newmarket.  It  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  composed  of 
five  members  from  each  town. 

The  Agency's  goal  is  to  promote  health  in  the  community  by 
providing  professional  nursing  and  therapy  service  on  an 
intermittent  basis  either  in  the  patient's  home  or  at  Agency 
sponsored  clinics. 

Care  of  the  Sick  Program 

Agency  professionals  visit  the  sick  in  their  homes  to  carry  out 
specific  orders  of  the  patient's  physician.  Many  visits  are  to 
patients  newly  discharged  from  a  hospital  or  those  suffering 
from  chronic  diseases.  Typical  services  could  include  dressing 
changes,  diabetic  teaching,  diet  instruction,  exercise  program 
and  teaching  patients  and  families  how  to  best  deal  with  specific 
medical  problems.  Under  nursing  supervision?  certified  home 
health  aids  provide  personal  care  services.  Referrals  are  made 
when  appropriate  to  other  community  social  service  agencies. 

Medicare,  Medicaid  and  private  insurance  all  pay  the  cost  of 
some  health  services  provided  certain  criteria  are  met. 
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Maternal  Child  Health  Program 

This  is  a  comprehensive  preventive  program  for  children  birth 
to  first  grade  age.  The  towns  served  provide  two-thirds  of  the 
funding  and  one-third  comes  from  a  grant  received  from  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare. 
Recent  funding  cuts  from  the  state  made  it  necessary  to  place 
some  income  restrictions  upon  clinic  eligibility. 

Well  Child  Clinics  provide  physical  examinations,  hearing, 
vision  and  developmental  screenings,  and  immunizations. 
Staffing  is  by  a  pediatrician,  agency  nurses  and  a  core  of 
dedicated  volunteers. 

Semi-annual  Dental  Clinics  provide  prophylaxis  for  children 
three  to  six  years  of  age  who  are  enrolled  in  Well  Child  Clinic. 
Examinations  are  made  by  State  Dental  Bureau  hygienists  with 
referrals  to  local  dentists.  Agency  nurses  and  volunteers 
coordinate  this  program. 

New  Born  Visits  -  home  visits  to  newborns  and  their  mothers 
to  provide  guidance  in  child  care. 

Other  Services  Provided 

Community  Blood  Pressure  Screenings 
Assistance  in  staffing  State  Sponsored  Clinics 
Health  Supervision  and  Teaching  in  Local  Day  Cares 
Child  Abuse  follow-up 

Office  Visits  for  B.P.  checks  and  simple  treatments 
First  Aid  for  Durham  Town  Employees 

Agency  staff  maintains  professional  competence  by 
attendance  at  continuing  education  programs  of  diverse 
sponsorship. 

In  addition  to  insurance  payments,  patient  fees  and  the  State 
M.C.H.  Grant,  funding  to  meet  agency  costs  is  provided  by 
appropriations  from  member  towns.  United  Way  of  Strafford 
County,  contributions  from  individuals  and  memorial  gifts.
